Britain ami Ireland Saturday, doing great 
damage and causing some loss of life. 
Much damage was done in this city, and 
several peixins were injured. 
Th« glass 


roof of the Westminster Afjuvriniu was de- 
molished whto a performance was In i>rog- 
resn, mid suvffal speetatcirs were injured in 
the piinic which ensued. A printing office 
in Hayuiarket square was unroofed and a 
boy killed. Many vessels were wrecked and 
a large numlmr of sailors drowne<L Tele- 
graphic connection witti the continent and 
the Atlantic cables was Interrupted for sev- 
eral hours. Freethinkers' llall, at Ports- 
mouth, was destroyed. 
No boats were al- 


lowed to leave that place. At Hustings the 
theater and: pier had to !>c clotted. The elec- 
tric light* along the parade were extln- 
gulalied *nd the seas dashed over Uie streets, 
making'walking tiangeroiis. At Motiiuonth, 
Wyo and Morrow the rivers burst their 
.bounds and Hooded the highways. 


Southampton and East Itonrne suffered se- 


verely. At Torquay there were many cas- 
ualties. The mall out was overturned by 
the violence of the wind and many boats 
were swamped. The Iron chapel a't New- 
castle, went down. The falling roof tilled 
a woman and two children. At Leeds the 
roof of a dwelling collapsed, killing one and 
injuring four occupants. The mail train be- 
tween Dunham and Darlington was twice 
stopped by the gale. The shops In the Isle 
of Wight were all closed early. A lady was 
knocked down by the wind and hod a leg 
broken. The railway station at Elmswell 
was hurled across the track. Seven bodies 
were washed ashore at Ilythe. The steam- 
er Frlssia. at Plymouth, reports tremendous 
seas. A bark was towed into, Dover with 
her masts literally tarn out of her deck. 


At Newry, Ireland, many houses were 


Durooted, the police barracks made untena- 
ble, and the police compelled to take refuge 
in the court-house. The bark Nokomls, 
Captain Murphy, from Londonderry for 
Baltimore, which had anchored iu Laugh 
Veryle, parted her cables and was driven to 
sea. 
It is feared the vessel and crew were 


lost. Reports from all parts of the kingdom 
agree that the gale was of almost unparal- 
leled severity.

THE DOUGLASS MARRIAUE. 


The Modem Othello Thlnki HI* Wcddlne 


Wllb Dmdemoam PIUs ail Affklr of Ills 
Own, aod Not the Public's. 
WAanraoTON, Jan. 28.—The marriage of 


Hon. Frederick Douglass to Miss Pitts has 
created n profound sensation among colored 
people. With the common class, the bar- 
bers, waiters, laborers and loafers there is 
nothing but the 
severest condemnation. 


They say the leader of the colored race 
should have married a colored woman, and 
that by failing to do so he has shown his 
contempt for his own race and his uufitness 
for leading them. .Such leaders as Bruce, 
Prof. Greener and fiainey, have been inter- 
viewed, and they ttilnk it ia all right. As 
Ralney said: " If- «• colored gentleman 
chances to select a white woman for a wife 
it's nobody's business." 


When Mr. Douglass.appeared in the par- 


lor ot his residence Friday, night in response 
to a reporters call he did not appear lu the 
least disturbed by the excitement which his 
untTi>ige had occasioned. "I don't sec why 
there should be any comment," said he. "It 
is certainly not any eventof public moment 
1 have simply exercised the rights which 
the laws accord to every citizen." 
" The opinion has .beeu expressed that the 


colored people, who iooR to you as a leader, 
will consider your position In the light of 
your present action as equivocal.". 
" 1 do not presume to be a leader," an- 


swered Mr. Douglass, "but if I have advo- 
cated the cause of the colored people it Is 
not because 1 am a negro, but because I am 
> man. What effect, then, can the affairs 
)f my private life have uixm my principles 
)f justice? 
I want for the colored people 


squal rights and advantages of citizenship, 
»nd for those objects I am still working just 
•l£ earnestly and shall continue to do so uutll 
Ihcend." 


"It is said that your action rellects'unfav- 


jrably upon the women of the colored race, 
and will consequently have a ruinous effect 
upon yonr political future?" 


"I have no political aspirations. I am 


getting well along in years now, and I wish 
only to live quietly and peaceably, doing all 
the good lean. AH this excitement, then, 
is caused by my marriage to a woman a few 
shades lighter thau myself. 
If 1 had mar- 


ried 
a 
black 
woman 
there 
would 


have 
been 
nothing 
said 
about 
It. 


Yet the disparity in our complexions would 
have 
been 
the 
same. 
I 
aui 
not 


an African, as may be seen from my fea- 
tures and hair, and it is equally easy to dis- 
cern that I am not Caucasian. 
There are 


many colored ladies of my acquaintance j 
who are as good as 1, and who are a great | 
deal better educated, yet In alTairs of this I 
nature who is to decide the why and where- I 
fore'.' I have been associated with the lady 
who has become my wife for some lime 
past

and was pleased with her, anil she, 1 
hope, 
with me. 
1 conceive," said he, 


In conclusion, "that there Is no divis- 
ion of races. God Almighty made but one 
race. 
I ndopt the theory that in time the 


varieties of races will be blended into one. 
Yon may say that Frederick Douglass con- 
siders himself a member of the one race 
which exists." 


Mr. Douglass stated that the disparity In 


ages had been exaggerated. The lady has. 
attained her forty-sixth year. 


Of Uie lady herself, she is quite acconi- i 


plished, bring thoroughly trained in Eng- I 
glish, and polished in the arts of music, I 
painting and plaque work. She said to a j 
reporter that she did not card the snap of 
her linger what the world or her family 
thought about it She considered Mr. Itoug- 
lass the most distinguished man of his ra.ce 
in ancient or modern times, ami limited ujf 
on it as an honor to be his wife. 
Besides 


this, she loved him as truly as woman ever 
loved a man.
